IDF troops in 
South Lebanon 
pulling back

A significant thinning out of Israeli 

troops stationed in South Lebanon 
“began about a week ago, the army 
spokesman said last night. 

The timetable according to which 
this process has been taking place is 
being coordinated with General En- 

‘alo Siflasvuo, commander of UN 
Peace-keeping forces in the Middle 
East, and will only be made public 
after all detaiin have been finalized 
with the UN, the spokesman added. 

A UN soures in Jerusalem con- 
firmed that IDF troops have already 
Pulled back “about 10 kms from 
their forward positions along the 
Litani leaving them with a five-km- 
wide strip of South Lebanon along 
the Israeli border.” 

Meanwhile, the first members of 
the Norwegian UNIFIL force took up 
filer! Positions yesterday in the 
enclave north of Metulls, replacing a 
Swedish force which mucoraiig Ὦ to

Ὑπὸ Norwegian soldiers passed 
through Metulia on their way to their 
positions. They carried brand-new 
equipment and drove by in white 
painted trucks. Norwegian officers 
said the force will be manning 
prepared positions and roadblocks. 
They have brought guard dogs with 
them, including dogs especially 
trained to aniff out mines. 

The Norwegians, flown to Israel in 
18 transport flights these past three 
days, have established ἃ rear camp 
in the Beit Nabala area, near Ben 
Gurion where the logistics 
are being handled and the men are 
being supplied and briefed before 
leaving for south Lebanon. 

‘The Swedes who are being pulled 
out in stages from the Khandaleh 
area will be redeployed along the 
Litani, from the bridge westwards 
towards the Akia bridge in the cen- 
tral sector. The Akia bridge itself 
and several kilometres to the west 
remains in the hands of the Iranian 
contingent, while a battalion: of 
Nepalese soldiers will be deployed 
from the Kusseime bridge near 
Tyre, eastwards to the village of 

‘Sahour. Tyre itself and the 
Busseima are to be under the 
control of the French battalion 
stationed in Tyre.

In New York yesterday, UN 
Seeretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
said the UN Interim Force in 
Lebanon will be manned by nearly. 
.3,000 troops by early next week. UN 
Security Council resolution 425, un- 
der which UNIFIL was created calls 
for a 4,000-member force. 

Ina special report, Waldheim said 
more than 1,800 troops have been 
deployed so far. Among them are 627 
French soldiers, 690 Norwegians, 224 
Swedes and 195 Iranians. Some 600 
Nepalese troops will be ready to 
proceed to South Lebanon by April 
11, and Senegal has agreed to 
provide a battalion of about 600, 
Waldheim's report added. 

Meanwhile, Palestinian terrorists 
continued yesterday to fire on 
targets In the Christian enclave, In- 
cluding Marjayoun and Klea but did 
not hit the Galilee panhandle. The

Carter raps Pretoria 
during African tour 


MONROVIA. — President Carter 
told South Africa yesterday that it 
must move towards an international- 
ly acceptable arrangement for black 
majority rule in Namibia (South- 
West Africa). 

He said South Africa would have 
serious differences with the U.S. if it 
ignored UN supervision of elections 
in the territory and barred participa- 
tion by the South West Africa 
Peoples Organization (Swapo). 

The president, who has been tak- 
ing an extremely strong line against 
white minority governments during 
his African trip, made his comments 
to reporters as he flew to Monrovia 
for a five-hour visit. 

Last night, the president took off 
on the final Jap of his one-week 
voyage which had first taken him to 
Venezuela and Brazil. He was due to 
arrive at Andrews Air Force Base 
outside Washington at about 0215 
GMT today (4.15 a.m. Israel time}. 


Carter came here from Lagos, 
where he and the Nigerian head of 
state, Lt.-Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo, 
said they were determined to 
eradicate South Africa's “evil and 
oppressive system of apartheid."’ 

Carter sald that Obasanjo shares 
the U.S. concern about Cuban troops 
in the Horn of Africa. He said there 
were some differences between him 
and Obasanjo on sanctions for South 

| Africa but that “we both understand 
each other on this (Cuban) issue." 

The U.S. president arrived in 
Liberia yesterday to the most 
tumultuous weleome of his fo 
nation tour. Thousands of Liberians, 
many of them descendants of freed 
American slaves, jammed Roberts 
Field in humid, 32 degrees cen- 
tigrade weather to wave tiny U.5. 
flags and cheer. Twice they pressed 
forward so eagerly they knocked 
down police barricades. Carter, on

U.S. denies ruling on use of 
arms in South Lebanon

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department yesterday denied 2 
“Boston Globe" report that it has 

_ already decided that the use of 
American-made arms by ΤΏΡ ΘΕ] dur- 
ing the operatipn in souch Lebauon 
was contrary to American law. 

The “Globe reported that the 
State Department's legal division 
has submitted an opinion to that 
effect. But ent spokesman 
Tom Reston said the matter was still 
under study and the findings would 
be reported when they would be 


available. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
‘said 11 days ago that the department 


would reply promptly to a letter on 
this issue sent by two members of 
the House International Relations 
Committee. The two, Charles 
Whalen of Ohio and Paul Findley of 
Titinoia, asked the department. to 
comme .i on whether the use of the 
American-made equipment was in 
accordance with American law. 
The State Department said the 
matter is belng examined under the 
American-Israeli agsistance agree- 
ment dating back to July 1953. Israel 
could use American weapons under 
this arrangement only for self- 
defence, for dealing with internal 
disorder or for participation in 
regional efforts under UN auspices. 


Terrorists used Saudi arms 
in coastal road massacre

The 11 terrorists who perpetrated 
the magsacre on the Tel Aviv-Haifa 
highway on March 11, were armed 
with weapons from the Saudi Ara~ 
bian army. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
from ἃ police source who examined 
the weapons found at the scene of the 
incident, which cost 35 civilian lives, 
that’ the terrorists were armed with 
U.S.-made M-16 automatic rifles, 
light anti-tank weapons and stan- 
dard U.S. Army explosives — 81} of 
which bore Saudi army markings 
and serial numbers. 

This is the first time that Israel 

. has positive proof that weapons from 
Saudi stockpiles are being handed 
out to the terrorists. Until now it was 
imown only that the Saudis sup- 


ported the terrorists with money, 
training facilities, and covert 
cooperation from Saudi embassies 
around the world. 

This is also the first time that 
American-made weapons, including 


‘the relatively sophisticated Law 


anti-tank missile, have been used by 
the terrorists against Israeli civilian 
targets, even though they were used 
by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and leftist factions in 
the Lebanese civil war. 

An Israeli official questioned on 
The Post's findings yesterday said 
that this underlines the dangers of 
supplying American arms to the 
Saudis, and supports the Israeli 
claim that the Saudi arsena) is in- 
deed the arsenal of the entire Arab 
world — including the most im- 
placable of Israel's foes.

Next Weizman 
trip to focus

Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man will return to Calro within 
the next few days for further 
talks with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat in an effort to 
hammer out differences over the 
political future of the West Bank. 
This issue figures high in the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace 
deliberations. 

Sadat has demanded that Israel 
declare agreement to the application 
of all principles of UN Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 242 — including that of 
withdrawal — to the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. The Egyptian leader 
said, however, that he would agree 
to minor rectifleations on the pre- 
1967 frontiers which separated Israel 
from the West Bank. 

According to Western and Egyp- 
tian sources, Sadat said that once 
Israel accepted the principle of 
withdrawal from the West Bank and 
Gazz, he would make certain that 
Palestinian representatives join him 
in negotiating with Israel a tran- 
sitional settlement based on an 
amended version of Premier 
Menshem Begin's self-rule offer for 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Sadat declared that unless Israel 
makes her positfon clear regarding 
an eventual pullback from the West 
Bank, he sees no reagon to renew the 
parallel negotiations of the Israeli- 
Egyptian military and political com- 
mittees which he suspended over two 
months ago. 

Sadat, nevertheless, expressed 
will sg to maintain direct con- 
tact with Weizman, whom he praised 
yesterday as being “sincere in his 
call for peace, just 85 he is sincere to 
his country." The two met last 
Thursday and Friday in Cairo. 

The question of Sinai took only a 
few minutes of their meetings as 
Sadat and Weizman were reported to 
have approached a compromise on 
the controversial issuea of Israeli 
settlements and airbases. Israel has 
offered to recognize Egypt's 
sovereignty over the entire desert 
peninsula within the framework of a 
peace settlement. 

Weizman's talks with Sadat were 
debated by the Israel cabinet for six 
hours on Sunday. But no details were 
divulged. The cabinet only issued a 
statement expressing regret that 
Sadat had turned down Israel's 
proposals for reviving the joint 
military and political committees 
talks. 

Begin last night reviewed the 
current state of peace negotiations 
with U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis. Lewis reportedly conveyed 
the U.S. administration’s desire to 
see.a resumption of. full-fledged 


direct peace negotiations between 
Egypt and Israel. 

One unconfirmed report se(d that 
Lewis went to the Premier's office in 
the Knesset to explore Begin's 
current position against the 
possibility of a Washington plan te 
put forward proposals to break the 
current stalemate. 

The ambassador himself told 
reporters that the U.S. has not for- 
Tmoulated any "formai’’ ideas for 
bridging gaps between Egypt and 
Israel. He said that he and Begin dis- 
Cussed a possible viait by Foreign. 
Minister Moshe Dayan to 
Washington and the renewal of Mid- 
die East shuttle trips by special en- 
voy Alfred Atherton. 

The Americans are understood to 
believe that the peace momentum 
could be accelerated by concluding a 
declaration of principles which 
would not require a commitment on 
two issues opposed by Israe] — total 
withdrawal to the pre-1967 frontiers 
and the creation of an independent 
Palestinian entity. The Americans, 
Nevertheless, advocate that Israel 
agree to the principle of implemen- 
ting Resolution 242 ‘on all fronts" 
and to an eventual plebiscite in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. The 
latter would determine the one 
million population's choice between 
two options — continued link with 
Israel within the framework of the 
Status quo or affiliation with Jordan. 

Meanwhile, government circles in 
Jerusalem would not say whether 
Weizman would take any new 
proposals on his return trip to Cairo. 
‘These sources, however, conceded 
that the Defence Minister will have 
extensive reviews of Israel's peace 
proposals with Begin and Cabinet 
leaders within the next few days. 

In an interview with Cairo’s ''Oc- 
tober” magazine earlier this week, 
Sadat declared that Weizman “had 
something to say'' last week. Sadat 
did not elaborate beyond saying that 
Weizman did not come to Cairo on a 
pienic but to break the deadlock in 
the peace talks. 

Sadat said he was determined to 
maintain open channels with the 
Begin government, although he 
described the premier as an “old 


* guard politician’’ whose stand was 


“hardline and intransigent."" 


Sadat ready for 
normal relations

“Forbes magazine. 


Israel cannot evacuate ail 
of Sinai — Adm. Zumwalt

WASHINGTON. — Elmo Zumwalt 
Jr., the retired U.S. chief of naval 
operations. says Israei cannot 
evacuate all of the Sinai even within 
Ὁ context of a ful] and genuine peace 
settlement. 

Writing in the ‘Baltimore Sun," 
Admiral Zumwalt contends that 
withdrawing all of Israel's military 
equipment from where it is stationed 
in Sinal and concentrating it inside 
Israel proper would pose a 
worrisome challenge. It would be 
very difficult to protect soldiers and 
armaments without the vast areas of 
the Sinai. 

The skijl of Israel's forces is ‘‘hon- 
ed nowadays in large scale 
manoeuvres impossible to perform 
within the confines of Israel's pre- 
1987 borders. Israeli pilots and 
gunners avail themselves in the 
desert peninsula of firing ranges that 
cannot be...reconstructed inside the 
old boundaries. And the quantities of 
equipment and ordnance needed by 
Israel to sustain the current regional 
arms balance cannot be concen- 
trated within Israel] itself without 
greatly endangering their safety," 
Zamwalt states. 

The Sinai settlements, Zumwalt 
goes on to say. “form part of the 
strategic picture.'' The Rafiah 
settlements “serve to support the 


important Eytam air base in 
northern Sinai. The issue of dis- 
mantling Rafiah is not, 29 certain 
reports suggest, simply a question of 
disappointing a small group of 
desert pioneers." 

The logistical problem of construc: 
ting new bases, the admiral ex- 
plains, "18 serious in thet it mey 


‘dilate the timetable for withdrawals 


in order to-permit construction of 
needed facilitles...The more com- 
plete Israel's withdrawal] from the 
Sinai. the more concentrated will 
grow its forces, the more inviting the 
few military bases within Israel] will 
become as targets for heavily armed 
‘rejectionista' like Syria and Iragq.'" 
Zumwait points out that ground to 
ground missiles in the arsenals of

Bill on orthodox girls’ 
exemptions to c’ttee

By a vote of 41-37, the Knesset last 
night passed to the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee the bill 
presented by Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman two weeks ago that will 
make it easier for women to win ex- 
emption from army service on 
religious grounds. 

The bill, which was ptovided for in 
the Likud-Agudat Yisrael coalition 
agreement, abolishes the exemption 
committees which up to now inter: 
viewed girls who applied for 
religious exemption to determine 
whether their requests were bona 
fide. . 

If the bill becomes law, it will auf- 
fice for a girl to declare before a 
judge or a dayan that her religious 
convictions or her family's religious 
way of life preclude her from doing 
military service. 


At the request of over 20 opposition 
members, 4 rare rojl-call vote was 
taken. The bill was supported by the 
Likud and the religious parties. The 
Democratic Movement for Change 
tincluding Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamir) voted agalnst the Dill. 
together with the opposition. 

Three Likud-Herut members tried 
to satisfy both their consciences and 
coalition discipline. Yitzhak 
Yitzhaki abstained. and Dov 
Shilansky and Geula Cohen said that 
they were voting for the bill “with 
regret." 

DMC faction chairman Amnon 
Rubinstein announced that if the bill 
becomes Jaw he will urge his Party to 
propose that women's army service 


be made voluntary. 

Representative of the views of the 
ΠῚ 8 opponents was the speech of 
Tamar Eshel (Alignment}, whe said 
the bill would encourage the making 
of falae depositions, No religious girl 
was denied exemption in the past, 
she sald, adding that it was possible 
for a religious girl to maintain her 
way of life in the army. She asked 
whether “her family's religious way 
of life’ meant that the girl’s mother 
lights candies on Friday night. 

The best defence of the bill was 
that of Rabbi Kalman Kahana 
{Poalel Agudat Yisrael), who said 
that in the early days of the state the 
religious had been promised that 
there would be separate army 
camps for men and women, and that 
it would be forbidden to pass from 
one to the other. That was never 
carried out. Those military tasks 
they were suited for, women should 
do as civilians, Kahane said. But 
what business did the army have 
assigning women as the chauffeurs 
of male officers, or as sports instruc- 
tors for male soldiers? In a middle- 
of-the-road speech devoid of slogans, . 
Mordechai Elgrably (DMC) said he 
could understand that it might be dif- 
ficult for religious girls to follow 
their way of Life in the army. But the 
religious camp should take the lead 
in urging such girls to do national 
service instead — teaching, soctal 
work, hospital] aides. Describing 
himself as a traditional Jew and a 
Sabbath observer, Elgrably said he 
could not accept a situation in which 
one girl works for her people while 
another (who gets a job or goes to un- 
iversity) works only for herself. 


Likud split over whether 
to seek presidential hope

The Likud Knesset faction ex- 
ecutive split down the middie yester- 
day on whether the Likud should still 
seek another candidate for the 
presidential election, or leave the 
field clear to Yitzhak Navon 
{Labour) who is now the sole can- 
didate. 

Yigal Cohen {Likud-La'am) said 
the Likud's own interest demanded 
that it seek a man of its own to pit 
against Navon. 


Avraham Sharir (Likud-Liberals) 
said the Likud would never cease to 
regret it if Navon became president. 
“Each time Begin makes a political 
report to Navon, the words will stick 
in his throat," he said. 

Amnon Linn (Likud-La’am) said 
there was no reason why the Likud 
should not propose personalities like 


former MK Mordechai Ben-Porat, or 
diplomat Amiel Najjar — both 
Sephardim well known to the public. 

Haim Kaufman (Likud-Herut) 
who took the opposite view, urged 
the Likud to leave well alone, now 
that Navon was the only candidate. 
"We have made laughing stocks of 
ourselves quite enough,” he said. 

At the end of the discussion, there was 
a four to four tie to refer the matter 
to the Likud cabinet ministers for a 
new look at the issue of the presiden- 
tial election. The next step, 
therefore, remains unclear. 

Navon, who had earlier withdrawn 
his candidacy, stepped back into the 
presidential race after Begin's 
choice, Yitzhak Chavet, also pulled 
out because it wag becoming clear 
that the Liberal Party's Dr. 
Elimelech Rimait would get majori- 
ty support. Rimailt in turn bowed out 
after Navon re-entered the contest. 


Dayan wants charges over 
‘obstacle to peace’ report

Foreign Minister Moshe Daran 
has asked the Attorney-General to 
press libe! charges over a newspaper 
story that he was the source for the 
report that an unnamed American 
official had told an unnamed Israeli 
personality that Premier Menahem 
Begin was an obstacle to successful 
peace negotiations. 

This emerged from a reply to a 
parHamentary question which 
Minister without Portfolio Moshe 
Nissim read in the Knesset yester- 
day on behalf of the Foreign 
Minister, who is in Rumania. 

The questioner, Ronnie Milo 
{Likud-Herut), noted that 
“‘Ha’aretz"’ on March 30 quoted 
Labour's Yosef Sarid as saying that 


Dayan was the source for the 
dramatic. report. 

The Minister's reply said he had 
asked the Attorney-Genera; to 
prosecute. : 

Dayan said he knew nothing about 
the report til] he heard it over the 
radio. Dayan said that radio 
reporter Shalom Kital had con- 
firmed that the report was not con- 
nected with Dayan in any way and 
had “‘not come from him directly or 
indirectiy."* 

(Kital was the first journalist to 
broadcast the report.) 

It was not clear from Dayan's rep- 
ly whether he expected charges to be 
pressed against only ‘‘Ha’aretz"' or 
also against Sarid — a move which 
would require that Sarid's 
parliamentary immunity be lifted.

Prof. Haim Ernst Wertheimer 


Prof. Wertheimer,

Prof. Haim Ernst Wertheimer, 


dean of Hadassah-Hebrew Universi-- 
ty Medical School and an inter- 
national expert on diabetes and fat 
metabolism, died in Jerusalem last 
week. He was buried at the Mount of 
Olives Cemetery on Wednesday. 
Prof. Wertheimer wag born in 
Buehl, Germany in 1893, graduated 
from Heidelberg University and 
settled in Israel in 1934. As director of 
Hadasseh Chemical and 
Biochemistry Laboratories, he head- 
ed the Department of Biochemistry 
and was aiso instrumental in the 
founding of the Schools of Pharmacy 
and Dentistry at the H.U. Medical 
School. 

Wertheimer was the founder of the 
Israel Biochemical Association, and 
@ member of the Israel Academy of 
Sciences and Humanities. He was 
awarded the Israel Prize for Medical 
Science in 1956 and the Bunting Prize 
of the American Association of 
Diabetes Research in 1964. 

He is survived by his wife Ruth, 
four daughters and sixteen 
grandchildren. 


Ex-Communist leader 
Yosef Berger, at 74 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Yosef Berger 
Barzilai, one of the founders of the’ 
Palestine Communist Party in the 
1920s, died last Thursday, aged 74. 
He ended his days as a ijecturer in 
Russian studies at Bar-Ilan universi- 
ty. 

Berger was born in Poland and 
came here in the 1920s. After his par- 
ticipation in the establishment of the 
Palestine Communist Party, the 
British authorities expelied him, and 
he went to live in the Soviet Union. 
There he served as secretary of the 
Middle East affairs committee of the 
Comintern, but he was purged dur- 
ing the intense periods of Stalinist 
repression in 1934, imprisoned and 
sentenced to death. 


Although pardoned, he spent the 
next 21 years in Soviet prison camps 
in the far north. During this period 
he returned to the precepts and prac- 
tices of traditional Judaism, and his 
wife, Esther, came to Ruasia to be 
near him. 

He.was released In 1956 and allow- 
ed-to go to Poland. He returned to 
Israel at the end of the 1950s. As a 
lecturer at Bar-Hlan on the Soviet 
regime, he accurately predicted the 
Russian invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
in 1968. 

He is survived by his son, Dr. 
zoek Berger, who lives in Lon- 

on.

Treasury needs to print IL1b. more monthly

Uniess something drastic happens 
soon — and there is no indication at 
the moment of anything happening 
— the Treasury wil! have to print 
more than IL1ib. a month to cover ex- 
penditures not foreseen in the 
1978-79 budget just approved and 
shortfalls of revenue not anticipated 
in the budget. 

The 40 per cent wage increase for 
the communication workers alone, 
as decided by arbitration, will cost 
the Treasury about IL1b., including 
back pay. Tax officials will get 
between 12 and 30 per cent more, ac- 
cording to an arbitration decision 
affecting 40 per cent of them. The 
decision will cost the Treasury some 
IL6m. a month, not including back 
pay. 

The wage increase for all public 
sector employees — some 300,000 — 
will cost the Treasury IL90m. a 
month if the Finance Minister has 
his way and pays only ὅ per cent 
more. However, it Is much more 
likely that the wage Increase will be 
15 per cent. as for the production 
workers, and then it will cost 11,220-

250m. a month. 

But the 15 per cent line for wage 
rises in the public sector will only be 
held if the Finance Minister keeps 
his promise to the Histadrut not to 
raise prices of basic goods and ser- 
vices. The Treasury expected to 
collect ILSb. from these increases in 
1978.79. or about 1L400m. a month. if 
government-determined prices and 
fees are held stable for a whole year. 
Since the agreement with the 
Histadrut ls to be for six months, the 
monthly shortfall of revenue will be 
1L.800m. 


So far, the additlonal expenditure 
and the shortfall of revenue adds up 
to approximately IL1b. a month 
gross. About 25-30 per cent of the ad- 
ditional wages will revert to the 
Treasury in income tax. and if 
further price inflation is held in 
check by forgoing the intended in- 
creases of government-determined 
prices, the Treasury may gain on the 
capital account by having to pay 
lower linkage differentials on the 
domestic debt. 


But, in addition, the Treasury has 
eliminated the Employers Tax, ata 
cost of IL70m. a month /f applied to 
all industry, and of IL20m. a month if 
applied to exporters. The elimina- 
tion of wharfage fees for exports will 


cost some IL5m. a month. Additional 
assistance to exporters for 
marketing efforts will cost ILi¢m. a 
month. The reduction of taxes oz 
futomotive apare parts will cost 
IL5m. a month. The abolition of the 
Defence Tax, after taking into ac- 
count compensatory increases in 
charges, will cost another IL.20m. a 
month, The reduction of income tax 
on business, according to the Law for 
the Encouragement of Industry, will 
reduce revenue by IL70m., and the 
adjustment of the tax brackets — 
TL80m. a month. Other additional 
subsidies to capital will cost some 
1L30m. a month. All In all — ap- 
proximately another IL300m. 


Na final estimate of ali the con- 
cessiona and shortfalls has been 
made. Members of the Knesset 
Finance Committee have no clear 
picture of the entire matter, because 
each tax cut, concession or subsidy, 
sometimes amounting to some tens 
of millions of pounds, is submitted 
separately. In summation, however, 
the additional expenditure or forfeit 
of previously budgeted revenue will 
exceed ILib. a month net, at least 
for the next six months. This means 
that the Treasury will have to print 
that much extra money every 
month.

Liberals declare support 
for government’s peace plan

TEL AVIV, — The Liberal Party 
central committee dashed the hopes 
of circles.in Labour and the DMC 
hoping for a new opposition align- 
ment by unequivocally backing the 

government on Sunday. 

The committee adopted a resolu- 
Hon expressing complete support of 
the government's peace 
Programme, and Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich end other speakers 
aired their disapproval of the big 
demonstration here on Saturday 
night organized by a group of 
reserve officers against the 
government's handling of the peace 
process. 

Ehrlich conceded that the 
government's information activities 
over the past three months had fail- 
ed, leaving Israel's position virtually 
unexplained, both to 118 own citizens 
and abroad. But he insisted that 
Prime Minister Begin‘'s trip to 
Washington was “anything but a 
failure. It 5 too soon to divulge much 
of what was said. But a lot of people 
are criticizing the government on the 
basis of inadequate information.” 

Ehrlich sharply criticized the 
young reserve officers who initiated 
the rally, saying the whole thing 
“smells of putsch."” 


At the DMC's council meeting, 


also on Sunday, the Likud's main- 


coalition partner was freer in voic- 
ing reservations over the 
government's peace policies. 
Transport. Minister Meir Amit said 
he would have abstained in the 
Knesset vote on last week's foreign 
policy debate, had he not been bound 
by coalition discipline. 


The council adopted a resolution 
supporting the government's peace 
proposals, but it differed with Begin 
over his interpretation of resolution 
242. The Palestinian issue, it felt, 
should be solved ‘‘in the framework 
of an agreement with Jordan,” and, 
while o ing the creation of a third 
state “in original Palestine,” it call- - 
ed for “territorial compromise on 
the eastern front as weil." 

The Labour Party's central com- 
mittee made no bones about its dis- 
satisfaction with the way the peace 
negotiations are being handled. The 
present government, the committee 
declared at its Sunday meeting, 
“makes it difficult for Israel's 
friends to support her and facilitates 
the job of hostile elements, to hinder 


‘the peace process by shifting the 


blame on to Israel." 

While firmly ruling out 2 return to 
the June 4, 1967 borders, Labour 
feels that the peace effort must be 
conducted on basis of resolution 
242, with readiness for territorial 
compromises with Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan. 


Knesset committee to weigh 
telephone, post increases

The Knesset Finance Committee 
has been asked by the Treasury to 
approve a 27 per cent rise in 
telephone charges and a 40 per cent 
increase in postal fees, to take effect 
immediately they are passed. Unless 
these increases are approved, the 
Treasury will jose 1L.100m. a month, 
because the Defence Tax on telecom- 
munication services was abolished 
from April 1. 

The Committee will discuss the 
request at its meeting today. 

The Finance Committee approved 
the new tax brackets, which have 
been adjusted on a one-time basis by 
the full rise of the consumer price in- 
dex since the last adjustment in Oc- 
tober 1977. Since the income tax 
reform, the tax brackets have been 
adjusted every six months, in April 
and October, by 70 per cent of the 


price inflation. Despite the new ad- . 


justment, the erosion of the tax 
brackets still amounts to 12.4 per 


cent by comparison with 1975, accor- 
ding to a document submitted to the 
committee by its economic adviser, 
Semadar Elhanani. 

The new tax brackets will be 25 per 
cent up to IL72,000 a year, 35 per cent 
on any additional income up to 
1L.132,000 a year, 45 per cent on the 
next IL.24,000, 50 per cent on the next 
1L48,000, and 60 per cent on any in- 
come in excess of I.204,000 a year. 
According to the Elhanani docu- 
ment, the lowest tax bracket, of 25 
per cent, would have been up to 
1L82,150 a year if the tax brackets 
had been adjusted fully for price 
inflation, and the next tax bracket 
would have been IL82,150 to ΤΙ,1δ0,- 
610. 

Various tax exemptions and 
deductions have also been adjusted 
for price inflation at the same time: 
These include invalids" income, 
severance Ἢ to survivors, 
discounts given by employers, meals 
consumed on work premises, and 
employers’ gifts. .

Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Israel Katz has asked the National 
Insurance Institute to investigate 
raising the income ceiling on 
monthly NII dues to 2.5 times the 
national average wage. 

‘He decided to take ke this step, the 
mailnister seid , because the 
proposed new law on high school tui- 
tion, which is to be temporarily 
financed by the NII, is heavily in 
favour of middle and high income 
earners. 

At present, the ceiling for National 
Insurance contributions is twice the 
average monthly wage, which is ap- 
proximately 125,000. Katz suggests 
that it be raised to 2.5 (times the 
average wage) which, he says, will 
bring in an extra I11,250m. per year- 

This, ‘he said yesterday, would 
completely cover the cost of high 
school tuition. -

Germans honoured 
by Yad Vashem 


A German woman who helped save 

Jews from the Nazis in Paris during 
the German occupation and a Ger- 
man couple who sheltered and saved 
an entire Jewish family, first in 
Poland and later in Germany itself 
during the Second World War, are 
recipients of the highest award of the 
Yad Vashem holocaust memoria} 
enthority. 
Margerette Schachnowski, a Ger- 
man Christian, married a Jew, 
Nathan Schachnowski, in Germany 
before the war, and after the rise of 
the Nazi regime, she moved to Paris 
with her husband. There they were 
associated with Bundist circies, and 
she ran an eating house in a Yiddish- 
speaking area. When the Nazis oc- 
eupied Paris, she played an impor- 
tant part in the Bundist resistance, 
and the eating house became a cen- 
tral point in Jewish life in the French 
capital. 

Mrs. Schachnowski carried 
money, food and documents to Jews 
hiding from the Nazis, and helped 
smuggle Jewish children across the 
Swiss border . She alao saved, at her 
own initiative, the Bund’s library, 
consisting of thousands of volumes. 
Mrs. Schachnowski was called to 
Gestapo headquarters for question- 
ing a number of times, but she 
somehow survived these ordeals. 

Mrs. Schachnowski came with her 
husband to live in Israel in 1963, but 
returned to France after his death. 
Her daughter and three 
grandchildren live here. 

Heinrich and Herta Brockschmidt, 
@ German couple living in Warsaw 
during the Nezi occupation, 
sheltered a Jewish family consisting 
of amother, her son and daughter, by 
concealing the fact that they were 
Jewish. ‘They: resisted strong 
pressures from Nazi acquaintances 
to give the Greenfeld family up tothe 
authorities, and when they left War- 


saw during the partisan uprising in: 


1944, they handed over their apart- 
ment and the food they had stored to 
the Greenfelds.

are the more prosaic reasons behind 
President Hafez Assad's restrained 
foreign policy, evinced by the tight 
leash kept on his troops in South 
Lebanon. ' 

In the present decade the Syrian 
ruler has been trying to undo the 
economic damage of the previous 
decade, caused by his overzealous 
Baath predecessors. But he 
isn't quite succeeding due to a 
plethora of reasons. 

Firstly, the damage done in the 
1960s was dire. A country with one of 
the highest growth rates in the world 
has plunged into an inept 
nationalization programme, 
resulting in an exotlus of 200,000 
technocrats, large scale smuggling 
of capital out of Syria, soaring trade 
imbalances, and a 50 per cent cut in 
the growth rate, among other 
calamities. 

Assad’s attempt at reversing the 
quagmire has been hampered by 
vested interesta in the public sector 
built up during the previous decade, 
postulates Dr. Eliahu Kanovsky, of 
the Tel Aviv Bar-Ilan University and 
author of the Book, Economic 
Development of Syria. 

Due to the public sector's 
resistance to Assad's corrective” 
movement: of economic liberaliza~ 
tion, Syria's leader has been chang- 
ing things piecemeal, causing such 
snafus as private companies selling 
overpriced items to larger, public 
corporations: and small, private 


Underpaid farmers are only one 
reason for Syria's dismal 80-year 
record in agriculture, which has 
declined from 37 per cent of the 
domestic product in 1953 to 18 per 
cent now, More because of bad 
government decisions than an up- 
surge in industrialization. 

Inadequate price incentives and 
investment in grassroots infrastruc- 
ture have caused this cotton; wheat 
and barley producing nation to im- 
port food when it has the capacity 
not only for export, but for a process- 
ed food industry as well 


PUNDITS ARE sceptical about the 
abllity of the newly opened 
Euphrates River Dam to lft Syria 
out of the doldrums in this regard. It 
is felt that the project will be another 
boondoggle “like Egypt's High Dam 
at Aswan,'’ and for the same reason 
— the inability of a semi-primitive 
agriculturat sector to properly 
utilize such a sophisticated gadget. 

In spite of the dam, irrigated land 
in Syria has been declining due to in- 
creased soil salinity caused by bad 
drainage. Also, according to Dr. 
Kanovsky, the price of land reclama- 
ton associated with the dam project 
has been "grossly underestimated" 
by the Soviet advisors whose govern- 
ment helped finance and build the 
Syrian dam as well as that in Egypt. 

Another expert claimed Syria 
would be better off spending money 
on ‘‘a good extension service 
counselling the individual fellahin, 
than on a dam that will provide more 
electric power than the rural] sector 
can possibly utilize." 

In 1976, a slew of oil-related dif- 
ficulties from the outside superceded

Until then, not only was Syria 
collecting transit fees that amounted.

skyrocketed. Syria's alternative was 
locally produced oil of a lower quali- 
ty due to its sulphur content. 

Before 1976, the oil from the 
nation's five fields in the northeast 
accounted for almost half of Syria's 
exports. a figure which dropped 
when some of the petrol was diverted 
to the local market. 

Experts differ on the motives 
behind the Iraqi move. Some call it 
“solely political,"" due to the poor 
relations between the two Baath 
rivals ruling in Baghdad and 
Damascus. Others label the reasons 
“economic,” noting that Iraq's oil 
economy needed to escape total 
dependence on Syria regarding 


ECONOMIC AID from the oil states, 
mainly Saudi Arabia, dropped in 
1976, after reaching a peak the 
previous year, further disappointing 
Assaa’s aspirations. All of these fac- 
tors, coupled with a military budget 
reportedly gobbling up 18 per cent of 
the domestic product compared to 
nine per cent before the 1973 war. 
have resulted in a yearly inflation 
rate of “20 to 30 per cent,” Dr. 
Kanovsky says. The official figures 
given out by the Syrian government 
elaim a 15 per cent annual inflation, 
but such items as housing and food 
products without price controls are 
not included. 

Though Syria's economy might be 


sector, though not a laudable one, is 
not subject to international 
pressures, since most of the crops 
raised are consumed locally. And un- 
like Egypt, Syria is an under- 
populated country of eight million, 60 
per cent of whom live in the coun- 
tryside. While Egypt is experiencing 
ἃ migration of working-class people 
to the cities, causing social and 
political unrest, no such movement 
is occurring in Syria. All thia means 
Syriz’s government, from an 
economic standpoint, faces less 
pressure from its eftizens, compared 
to Egypt's. 

Also, there are bright spots on 
Syria's economic horizon, notably 
the nucleus of a petrochemical in- 
dustry at the Homs and Banyas 
refineries. 

Syria, with a government- 
controlled economy resembling 
Israel's in the early 1950's, is facing 
very severe challenges, but not 
necessarily critical ones; meaning 
President Assad must be prudent in 
foreign affairs, but nat altogether 
gun shy. 

Disappointment at the amount of 
Saudi aid following the 1973 war, 
might keep Syria's ruler out of 
another conflagration. But on the 
other hand, his economy will 
manage if the no-war-no-peace situa- 
tion continues, unlike President 
Sadat's. 

In addition one must be cognizant 
of Syria's 10 per cent yearly growth 
rate in the 1950s before the Baathist 
nationalization programme. Clearly. 
the Syrians are 8 people of economic 
ability. Should Assad's ‘‘corrective”’ 
movement become even more 
liberalized, that innate know-how 
may again begin to show itself.

She oversees the 10 channels of 
Egyptian radio, which include news 
channels, a religious channel, the 
“European channel" — which plays 
Western music and broadcasts news 
in English, French, German, Italian 
and Greek throughout Egypt — the 
voice of the Arabs, which beams to 
other Arab nations, and inter- 
national broadcasts in 25 languages 
which reach Africa, Asia, Europe 
and the Americas. 

Asked why women outnumber 
men in Egyptian broadcasting, she 
replied: “You see, our people are 
university graduates. Most of the 
men who go to the university go into 
the army for two years or more after 
graduation. I think that is why the 
female made an invasion into radio 
and television.” 

Tamader Tawfik agreed and 
added: ‘'The economic situation 
forces the women to work. Because 
you can't get married and open a 
house on a single man's pay." 

The two women earn about 4,000 
dollars a year.

New alloy for energy 


storage made at H.U.

Hebrew University scientists have 
developed new alloys which can be 
used as hydrids (compounds of 
hydrogen and metal) for energy 
morage — research pointing to a 
-fature way of running cars, heating 
and cooling houses, and cooking. 


In many parts of the world, scien- © 


tists are looking for alternatives to 
oil 85 a future energy source. Among 
the possible choices are nuclear 
energy, wind, sun and tide. One 
problem is how to store energy 
derived from these sources. An ob- 
vious choice is the hydrogen in water 
after it ig separated from the ox- 
ygen. Hydrogen has the advantage 
of being non-polluting. ᾿ 

Contributing to these research ef- 
forts, a team from the Hebrew 
University's Racah Institute of 
Physics, headed by Prof. David 
Shaltiel, has developed new 
hydrogen-absorbing alloys con- 
taining materials such as iron, zir- 
conium, cobait, manganese, 
aluminum and magnesium. 

“We are now starting to build 
tanks with hydrids for preliminary 
technological stpdies,"* Prof. Shaltiel 
said in a recent interview, adding 
that the team is in the process of tak- 
ing out a patent for ita way of storing 
hydrogen in hydrids. τ 

Working with Prof. Shaitiel on th: 
project are Prof. Dan Davidov, doc- 
toral students Joseph Shinar, 
Yitzhak Yacob and Avinoam Stern, 
and Avraham Grayevski, a 


_ Metallurgist. 


For small consumers it should be 
possible to use hydrids in a variety of 
ways. Hydrids, very likely to 
become an actua) household word, 
may become the en source for 
cooking stoves, air-conditioning and 
heaters. Devices may be placed on 
the roofs of houses for production of 
hydrogen utilizing solar energy. This 
may eventually enable the small 
consumer to produce his own energy 
in the form of hydrogen, store it in 
hydrids and not be dependent on an 
electric company for energy. . 

One of the most important 
utilizations of hydrids may be in 
cars. Prof. Shaitie] believes that the 
ordinary fuel tank may be replaced 
by a hydrid tank, which could also 
solve the pollution problem. When a 


car burns hydrogen, it produces 
water which eventually evaporates 
and does not cause ecology 
problems. 

In some countries, big companies 
have already built experimental 
buses with hydrid tanks, using 
hydrogen to,run the vehicle. 

According to Prof. Shaltiel, a 
hydrid is a “‘powderlike substance." 
The hydrid for operating a car could 
be stored in a cylinder approximate- 
ly 1 metre long with a five cen- 
timetre diameter. It should be suf- 
ficient for running a 1500ce car for 
gome 150 km. 

“We are trying to develop hydrida 
with special properties,"’ Prof. 
Shaltiel said. ‘They must be sponge- 
like in order to absorb and release 
hydrogen easily. Just 85 in a sponge 
we release water by pressing the 
sponge and absorb water by letting it 
expand, in a hydrid we 
release hydrogen heating it and 
absorb hydrogen fe Be the hydrid is 
cooled. Different temperatures for 
release of hydrogen are obtained by 
changing the composition of the 
materials. 

“They must also be able to recycle 
hydrogen up to 1,000 times, for 
economic reasons, In addition, they 
must be light enough for use as fuel 
tanks in cars and inexpensive 
enough to be used for storing energy 
in houses. Our new compounds are a 
little more expensive than other ex- 
isting compounds but they can com- 
ye because of their better proper- 

5. 

“One of the problems we are faced 
with is how to obtain hydrogen inex- 
pensively on a large scale." Prof. 
Shaltiel said. He believes that one 
way to achieve this is by using 
energy produced during off-peak 
periods at an atomic-driven electric 
power plant. 

Prof. Shaltiel's investigation of 
hydrid properties goes back 10 
years, but most of his efforts started 
less than three years ago. His 
research is funded by the National 
Council for Research and Develep- 
ment under the Ministry of nergy 
and Infrastructure, and partly by the 
Government of the Federal Republic 
of Germany via the joint German- 
Israeli research cooperative 
programme.

left unrecovered. 

“These 304b. barrels of oil should 
be our target."' Henry said. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly we cannot produce 811 of this 
(because of technical Hmitations), 
but only 25 per cent of it would equal 
the current reserves of the Western 
hemisphere and only ten per cent of 
it would approximate the current 
reserves of the U.S." 

Henry calted for price decontro! of 
any oll produced from a U.S. well at 
which “tertiary recovery” methods 
would be used. When normal drilling 
methods 06 as much oj] as 
possible from a well, ofl firms often 
employ ‘‘secondary recovery"* 


methods such as water-flooding. In- 


dustry officials say tertiary 
récovery methods, including steam 
injection and chemical flooding. 
could get even more of] from 8. well. 

In most cases, those methods now 
are prohibitively expensive because 
the ol] they would produce could be 
sold only at the federally controlled 
price of about $8.50 per 42-gallon 
barrel. 

Henry said that If the world price 
of about $14 per barrel were allowed 
on all off produced from the well, oil 
firms would have the necessary 
economic incentive to invest in ter- 
tlary recovery methods.

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Regrettable strike 
THE JOURNALISTS and the publishers had an enviable 30-year 
record of no strikes with each side practising a laudable degree 
of restraint in drawing back from going to the bitter end in their 
bi-annual wage negotiations. This record has now been dashed 
with this week's journalists' strike which shut down the coun- 
try’s preaa for two days and which threatens to continue in the 
eiectronic media. 

Journalists are neither the most underpaid nor the most over- 
paid professionals in Israel. It is thus difficult to portray their 
salary demands and the terms on which an interim agreement 
waz hammered out as being either more or less justified than 
the demands made and the terms won in other professions. 
What caz: be said is that were the negotiating process just ἃ bit 
more rational and the Government more energetic and concern- 
ed over the shutting down of the country's press, radio and TV, 
even this relatively short strike could have been averted. 

Media people of all stripes, abetted by their publishers, have 
always been among the most articulate castigators of strikes 
which rely on the tactic of hitting the public in order to exert 
pressure for more concessions from employers. The incon- 
sistency revealed between the traditionally critical attitude of 
the press towards strikes in public services — and there can be 
littie doubt that the printed and electronic media are public ser- 
vices of the greatest importance — and the surrender of both 
sides to the lure cf a strike, weakens the moral stature of the 
press a3 a reflector and shaper of public opinion. 

The determination of both sides to strike on Saturday night 
rather than make the effort to attain the agreement that was 
finaliy worked out by Sunday night and implemented only last 
night is also an indicator of a worrisome polarization in labour 
relations. 

Part of the reason for this polarization in an industry which 
has been free of nation-wide strikes for three decades stems 
from outside the industry. It is a reflection of a vague but gnaw- 
ing feeling that the Gevernment has somehow lost control of the 
economy and that in an economy gone wild and in the third year 
of continuing anrua! iniletion of over 35 per cent, the path of 
greatest wisdom lies in the cynical philosophy of looking out for 
Number One. And let the Government look out for the economy 
as a whole. 

Not only is the Government not doing anything of the sort — it 
seems to have let go the reins.completely since the announce- 
ment of the New Economic Policy last October — it has also 
acted irresponsibly both as government and as employer in the 
presert negotlations. 

‘The present government is ideologically committed to the 
cause of arbitration of such labour disputes; as an employer of 
the radio and television journalists, however, it is also in- 
terested in keeping its wage bill down and in not giving other 
government employees’ unions pretexts to demand sharp wage 
increases. 

It cannot have it both ways. The way to prevent a strike was to 
have submitted the outstanding issues to the sort of arbitration 
the Government has been plumping for. But the result of such 
arbitration would in all likelihood have undermined the 
Government’s own, unrealistic wage guidelines. 

The Government also proved itself badly inconsistent as an 
employer in at first to join the negotiations on the 
publishers’ side, but then proii the strike beyond the firat 
day by refusing to join in the interim terms agreed to by the 
publishers for its own employees in the Broadcasting Authority. 
At times, it seemed as if both the Government and the Broad- 
casting Authority had totally abdicated from any responsibility 
to settle a major labour dispute involving their own employees 
and the country’s media. 

Were it not for the basic sense of responsibility and goodwill 
which prevailed both with the journalists and the publishers, 
the press might have been silenced for an even longer period. It 
is to be hoped that the goodwill and cordiality which both sides 
showed in reaching the interim agreement will also bode well 
for the attaining of a new comprehensive wage contract. 


New information effort 


TT IS NOT at all clear what the appointment of Knesset Member 
Zalman Shuval as head of a committee on information abroad in 
the Foreign Ministry is supposed to accomplish. The creation of 
such a post, however, together with the hurried dispatch of a 
senior Ministry official to take over the information function in 
New York, is a welcome indication that Mr. Dayan does 
recognize the existence of the problem of Israel's crumbling in- 
formation programme. 

Solutions to problems often begin with the acknowledgement 
of their existence. In the present case, the problem of Israel's in- 
formation effort abroad and the need to organize it to make op- 
timal use of the impressive resources that could be at Israel's 
disposal if it would only marshal them is not of recent vintage. It 
has plagued every government since the beginning of the pre- 
sent decade when Isreel’s image problems began to take on 
serious proportions. They have simply become aggravated un- 
der the present government and in the deteriorating inter- 
national political situation: 

The same applies to inter-departmental rivalries and the lack 
of a central information authority in coalition governments 
where even Cabinet Ministers of the same party represent 
different schools of thought. Even an authoritative Prime 
Minister of Mr. Begin's kind could not change this pattern. 

The entire issue would seem to be tailor-made for an in-depth 
study by the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee 
and by the Cabinet itself that would aim at stream-lining and 
setting new standards for Israel's information effort. 

Perhaps Mr. Shuval could prove to be the man to lay the 
groundwork for such a discussion that could lead to a break in 
old patterns which have had such detrimental effects on Israel's 
position in the critical arena of words and images.

SQUARING THE INTEREST CIRCLE 


WHIN IT comes to its Middle East 
policy, the U.S. has two major in- 
terest clusters, believes Prof. Ber- 
nard Reich of George Washington 
University. ἣ 

One such cluster is the obvious one 
of security interesta in the context of 
its being a global power, and ita in- 
terest in ensuring the continued flow 
of Arab ail, for which the 
tmaaintenance of good relations with 
the Arab oll states is essential. 

But of equal importance, Prof. 
Reich believes, ig the American in- 
terest In the preservation of “‘Like- 
Image states," that is, states which 
adhere to the same concepts and 
ways of life which characterize 
America herself and which project 
unambiguous democratic and 
progressive images, In the Middle 
East, Israel is the only such state. 

The extent to which these two 
basic interests contradict each other 
in the erux of the Middle Hast policy 
issue within the U.S. Administration, 
he says. 

It's not an easy decision, he ad- 
mits. Folicy-makers never go 100 per 
cent either way when caught In such 
dilemmas. Prof. Reich admits that 
one way out of such a dilemma is 
through self-delusion — placing 
great interest on the strategic, ail 
and petro-dollar cluster at the ex- 
pense of the ‘'similar-value” cluster, 
while deluding oneself that Israel is 
not being sold out but "18 only being 
saved despite herself.” 

“But in the final analysis I do not 
believe that the U.S. will trade her 
value interest and deep emotional 
commitment in Israel for Arab oil. 
Ultimately the U.S. will support the 
security of Israel, for otherwise it 
will be forced to undermine its most 
cherished values," Mr. Reich 
asserts with assurance. 

We interviewed the 87-year-old 
professor of Political Science and 
International Relations during a 
coffee break at a colloquium on the 
"0.8. and the Middle East’ held at 
ταὶ Aviv University's Shiioah Centre 
last week. Prof. Reich, who is 
department chairman at George 
Washington University and a consul- 
tant to the State Department, the 
Department of Defence and several

Prof. Reich takes fasue with the 
thesis of the monolithic structure of 
the Carter Administration's policy- 
making establishment on the Middie 
Bast, a thesis advanced by his fellow 
panelist at last week's sympostum, 
Prof. Steven Spiegel. (A condensed 
version of Prof. Spiegel's paper 
appeared in last Friday's Jerusalem 
Post Magazine). 

Prof. Reich saya his rejection of 
this view is based both on his 
background knowledge of how the 
foreign policy eatablishment.actual- 
ly works and on his immediate per- 
sonal experience in that establish- 
ment as a consultant to several of its 
focal agencies. 

“T know that throughout the last 
year alternative viewpoints on an 
analysis of developments in the Mid- 
die Kast and on policy recommen- 
dations were presented in the White 
House, the State Department and the 
various intelligence agencies,"" 

Prof. Reich admits that the “alter- 
native viewpoints" which were pro- 
Israeli in nature did not, by and 
large, win out, but he insiats that it is 
& gross exaggeration to claim that 
these viewpoints are simply not 
presented at the highest policy- 
making levels and therefore ignored. 
He is equally convinced that there is 
no “grand design'’’ in the Ad- 
ministration’s Middle Bast policy. “I 
don't think that Carter is capable of 
it,"" he opines drily. Playing it by ear 
is mach closer to the truth, with the 
general goals always kept in sight. 

_. For example, he says, to date 
there is no indication whatsoever of 
the Administration’s attitude on the

He also 
spent some time in Egypt on a 
Fullbright Fellowship.

A GIANT STEP BACKWARD 


IF ALL HAD GONE according to 
plan, the resuits of today’s election 
of delegates to the National 
Religious Party convention would 
have been known in advance. 

The plan for a ‘convention by con- 
sent’’ was worked out back in 
November by the leaders of the three 
major NRP factions: Lamifaeh, 
headed by Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg; the Youth Faction, headed by 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer and Yehuda Ben-Meir; and 
Likud U"tmura, the former Raphael 
faction now headed by Religious Af- 
fairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira 
and David Glass. (Elazer Goelman, 
who now heads the Warhaftig wing 
of the Youth Faction, was algo in on 
the deal.) 

Tt was réally quite simple. The 
three factions would present the 
electorate with a joint list that would 
allocate to itself 80 per cent of the 
convention delegates. The remain- 
ing 20 per cent would be divided up 
among the party's smaller factions 
— "Women, Moshavim, Hakibbutz 
Hadati — on condition that they did 
not contest the elections with lists of 
their own. - 

Under the agreement, the 
Lamifneh and the Youth factions 
were each to take 30 per cent of the 
kitty, and Likud U’tmura 20 per cent. 
In the last NRP elections, in October 
1972, Lamifneh polled 27 per cent, 
Likud U‘tmura 24 per cent, and the 
Youth 20 per cent. 

{In comparing the two sets of 
figures, however, it must be borne in 
mind that the Women's Group, 
which did not present ἃ seperate list 
in 1972, this time was allocated 10 per 
cent of the delegates. Hence, the 20 
per cent polled by Youth in 1972 was 
actually increased, under the agree- 
ment, not to 30 but to 33 per cent.) 

Three reasons ‘or holding such a 
pseudo-election were advanced by 
the Youth and Lamifneh leaders — 
who were Its initiators. First. elec- 
tions would be a waste of money, 
which is in very short supply both in 
the party and in the factions. Second, 
there are no basic tdeological 
differences between the three main 
factions. Third. this would be the 
first step in abolishing the party's 
factions altogether: the second step 
would be taken εἰ the convention, 
when posts in the party organization 
would be filled on a personal basis 
and not in accordance with each fac- 
tian's proportion of convention 
delegates, which has been the 
traditional method. 

At first blush this all sounds 
reasonable, not to say iaudable. 
What right-thinking person would 
want to perpetuate the party's fac- 
Hons? But as with so many political 
slogans, here too there is more 
glitter than gold. 

That democrecy is expensive 15 
hardly a new discovery. But it would 
have been a highly questionable 
procedure to postpone the elections, 
or to hold only token elections. even 
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The major NRP factions’ cook- 
ing up of a “convention by con- 
sent’’ and their attempt to block 
the fielding of a new reform list 
in today’s vote constitutes a ma- 


in less dynamic times, and even if 
the previous elections had been held 
only four years ago. 

But the “elections" being held 
tomorrow are already a year and a 
half overdue, since the party con- 
stitution prescribes that elections be 
held every four years. And how 
much has happened since the last 
NRP elections in October 1972! 

There was the Yom Kippur War, 
the end of Labour rule, the end of the 
“historic partnership'’ between 
Labour and the NRP, the rise of the 
Youth faction to de facto dominance 
in the party, and, above all, the 
revolution wrought by Sadat's visit 
to Jerusalem. 

Nevertheleas, according to the 
Plan concocted by the bosses, the 
rank-and-file was to have no say in 
choosing its leaders or in charting 
the party's course for the next four 
years.
